I came to Boston in January, 1975 to pursue my doctoral 
studies at Boston University directly from Puerto Rico, 
where I was a college professor at the University of Puerto 
Rico in Arecibo. 

Studying at Boston University, I was attracted to R.C.C. 
because, at the time, R.C.C. was a developing institution 
which had been established by the state to serve the 
needs and aspirations of community residents. In addition, 
it was the only post-secondary institution with a Spanish 
bilingual program. I came to the college, rendered my 
application and the same day I was interviewed . . . Sev- 
eral days afterwards I was interviewed by Dean of Faculty 
Mason and I was hired! 

Unfortunately, when the 1975-76 semester opened. Dean 
Mason had resigned and the Personnel Office did not have 
my papers on file. For two weeks I waited until the student 
leader of the Hispanic Student Union (later U.E.L.A.) met 
with the students and informed them that Dean Sullivan 
had indicated to her that, due to budgetary restraints, 
several courses taught in Spanish had to be cancelled until 
the Spring semester. After the meeting with the dean, the 
students called a student demonstration outside the in- 
stitution. Instantly the local press came and interviewed 
some of the leaders. Two hours afterwards, I was called 
by the President of the college at the time, Walter Smith, to 
offer me a teaching position but, with the understanding 
that I had to start teaching that same day! 

When I came to R.C.C, I had high hopes about the college, 
the students and the community. The fact that we had the 
potential to develop and implement a full-fledged bilingual 
program also attracted me. Since the first day of my arrival 
at the college I felt the "esprit de corps," the profes- 
sionalism and devotion as well as a deeper commitment 
and concern for producing the best educational oppor- 
tunities for our students. I firmly believe that R.C.C. has 
always maintained a very distinguished and dedicated 
faculty. Through the years this has been proven many 
times. In very critical periods of our history it has been said 
many times, administrators tend to come and go, but the 
faculty stays longer, giving a sense of security and con- 
tinuity to our existence. 

What I have enjoyed most about R.C.C. is the fact that we 
are a multi-lingual/multi-cultural community serving the 
needs of so many different students that come to us from 
Boston as well as from many remote villages and cities 
across the world. We represent a truly multi-cultural so- 
ciety and in this sense we are one of a kind, not only 
throughout New England but throughout the nation as 
well.
